The case 
has all tho ear marks of a crime, but 
iii'vestiffatiou develops thut there was 
nothing more than a violation of some 
minor laws, although the case is a very 
unusual aud remarkable ono. 


Tho story muclo up from the testi- 


mony of numerous persons and the 
combination of facts picked up bore 
and thoro is as follows: 


Thursday evening a house boat land- 


ed iiere, and the occupants. Dr. Thos. 
J. K. Fry and two sons, aged 0 and C 
years, respectively, and a daughter 
aged SK years, and John Harris and 
wife and a little girl aged 12 years, im- 
mediately repaired to a bouse at the 


as follows :

corner of Front und Thompson streets, 
near tho upper ferry landing. Tho 
house is a rickoty, dilapidated shanty, 
belonging to Charles Bull, who rented

Yesterday tho 12-year-old girl in play- 


ing with some little girls iu the neigh- 
borhood remarked that her "mamma 
was in a box in tho house." One of tho 
children repeated the remark to her 
parents and it was finally reported to 
Officer Stokoly. 
Shortly after mid- 


nignt tho officer called at the house and 
questioned the occupants. 
Dr. Fry 


was sleeping on top of a white pine 
box, similar in sh-.o aud shape to under- 
takers' boxes. Tho four children occu- 
pied an improvised bed in one corner 
aud Harris aud wife were in the bed. 
Dr. Fry ui response to the officer's 
questions said that the box contained 
bed clothes, and hooted at the idea of 
thoro boing a body in it, 
Stokely 


awakened Health Officer Dr. Fulton 
und told, him his suspicions. The two 
wore joined by several other policemen 
and they all returned'to the house. Dr. 
Fry stuck to his original story, but the 
little girl had let the cat out of the bag 
and they were suspicious. Dr. Fry 
finally acknowledged that there was a 
body in the box and that it was his 
wife's remains. Tho doctor and Mr. 
and Mrs. Harris were then taken to the 
city prison. 


The mayor and marshal and Coroner 


Davidson were notified this morning. 
About 8 o'clock they called at the 
house and opened the box. It was 
securely nailed and sealed and had to 
be broken to pieces. A horrible sight 
met their eyes when tho box was 
opened. Inside was the black and de- 
composed body of a woman who hud 
evidently boon dead many months aud 
probably n your or two. There was 
nothing else iu tho box except a bottle 
which had evidently contained a discu- 
fectant, but which had all evaporated. 
Tho horrible find was loft there and ar- 
rangements made to secure a coffin and 
have the .body prepared for burial. 


Coroner Davidson proceeded to the 


city prison where bo examined the 
three persons under arrest on suspicion. 


Mrs. Harris, » stout, healthy looking 


middle aged woman, with black hair 
and a swarthy complexion was first 
called. 


In reply to tho corner's questions she 


said in substance: 


"My namo is Mrs. Sarah E. Harris, 


and 1 have been living for ten years 
with my husbnnd in Tlcasants county. 
West Virginia. About a year ago I was 
sick with tho typhoid fever, and my 
husband culled Dr. Fry, an Indian doc- 
tor. That is the first time I ever saw 
him, 
Ho brought me through all right 


and after Unit was 
iv frequent visitor 


at our house. Lust fall he asked per- 
mission to bring his three children 
there for a week, saying that be ox- 
peeled to leave in that time for Ken- 
tucky. Ho told us that his wife had 
died about a year previous to that time. 
Tho children, a girl aud two boys, 
wore brought to the house, aud re- 
mained thoro all winter aud spring. 
About the first of July the Doctor told 
us that ho was going to Kentucky, nud 
hail bought n house boat in which to 
make tho trip. 
My husband had been 


wanting to come down the river and 
look for work und a location, and we 
decided to come with the Doctor in ac- 
ceptance of his invitation. We boarded 
the boat ut Bolmont, Plcasanls county, 
about tho Fourth of July. 
Dr. Fry 


brought ft big box on 
board 
and 


told 
me 
that 
it 
contained 
the 


remains 
of 
his 
wife, 
which had 


been 
buried 
on 
Horse 
Neck. 


He told mo that it, had been her desire 
to bo buried lit High Bridge, Kv., and 
ho was taking the body there for bur- 
ial. 
Ho saul the body had petrified 


into stone. I thought nothing more of 
i!, and we have boon on the boat ever 
since, arriving hero Thursday evening. 
Tho fact of the box being on tho bo:vt 
disturbed me some and 1 couldn't sleep, 
but it was the Doctor's boat and we 
couldn't do anything. Before \ve land- 
ed hero the doctor told mo not to say 
anything about the box or tho object 
of the trip. He said he didn't want to 
get into trouble. The children fre- 
quently mentioned the fact that their 
mother was in that box." 


The woman also said thut her hus- 


band bad intended to stop at Ironton, 
but didn't liko tho place nud they de- 
cidod to came on down the river. 


The man, ,lohn Harris, was next 


brought, up from the city prison. He 
is old and decrepit and it evidently re- 
quired some effort to walk upstairs. 
In response to tho coroner's questions 
ho told about the same story as that of 
his wife in reference to their acquain- 
tance with Dr. Fry. 
Ho said that ho 


decided some time ago to go to Cincin- 
nati and from there either over into 
Indiana whore ho has relatives living, 
or down into Kentucky. He got on the 
bout a few days after the 4th oi July 


"My name 
is 
Thomas 


Koseuthal Fry, and I came originally 
from central IPeimsylvama, and have 
been practicing medicine in Pleasants 
county, W. Va., for several years. I 
never graduated at any college, but 
priicliced medicine as an Indian doctor. 
I was crippled in the war and was tak- 
en care of by tho Indians, from whom 1 
learned my profession. 
I married the 


widow Davidson, of central Tennessee, 
and she died Oct. 7, 1S93. She was tak- 
en with a stroke of paralysis about 9 
o'clock in the evening und died next 
morning. I did not call a physician, as 
she said she did not want one. I buried 
her at Horseueck, Pleasants county, 
on James Malone's land. There was 
no undertaker, the neighbors helping 
mo bury her. She was a weakly woman 
for several years before she died. She 
requested me at one time not to leave 
her body in West Virginia, but that 
she wanted to be burk-d at High Bridge, 
Ky. I felt it my Christian duly to com- 
ply with this request, and when I de- 
cided last July to go lo Kentucky I 
took her remains up and brought then) 
with me. I made the box out of white 
pine boiirds, placed her body in aud 
nailed and sealed the box with rosin.
